Flooded Taft With Telegrams to Got 
Quick Court Action So That Local 
Fields May Bo Opened. 


Cordova, Alaska, May 6. — Excite­ 
m ent over the dumping of the Alaska 
Sseam ship com pany’s coal pile into 
the bay as a protest against President 
T aft’s failure to acknowledge receipt 
of any of several hundred cablegram s 
sent to him last Saturday asking bim 
to expedite the opening of tho Alaska 
coal field, has subsided. 
Deputy m arshals are guarding the 
com pany’s property. It is thought that 
there will be no further trouble. The 
people’s action was taken as a des­ 
perate m eans of drawing attention to 
the state of affairs in Alaska. 
Three 
hundred business men and 
citizens 
formed a mob 
and, arm ed 
with shovels, marched to the ocean 
dock of the Alaska Steam ship com­ 
pany, where they proceeded to throw 
several hundred tons of British Co­ 
lum bia coal into the hay. 
Among those who participated in 
the "coal party” were A. J. Adams, 
president of the Cham ber of Com­ 
m erce; ex-Mayor W. H. Chase and 
Councilmen Jam es Flynn and Charles 
Ross. 
Richard J. Barry, general agent of 
the Alaska Steam ship company and 
the Copper River railroad, was in his 
office on the dock and was taken by 
surprise when the mob swooped down 
on the property. He demanded that 
the shoveling cease, but the crow d’* 
only answ er was; “Give us Alaska 
coal.” 
Barry was armed, but friends per­ 
suaded him not to fire. W orkmen of 
the railroad shops were sent for and 
arrived 
with

cleave at the Bame time that Chief of 
Police Dooley ordered the mob to dis 
pense, but President Adams, of the 
Cham ber 
of 
Commerce, 
shouted: 
"Shovel away, boys. 
We want only 
Alaska coal." 
A telephone report received from 
Katall says th at Gifford Plnchot was 
burned in effigy by a mob of angry 
citizens.

Business men of Cordova and ad­ 
joining towns started a flood of me* 
sages to President Taft urging Imme­ 
diate action on the coal cases and 
protesting against forcing tne people 
of Alaska to pay high prices for for­ 
eign coal while the native coal lies un­

Mr. Wilson wired also that Ameri­ 
cans in Mexico City are becoming 
alarm ed and that their unrest Is due 


the words “Benefactor of Hum anity’’ 
and on the other “The American Re­ 
publics to Andrew Carnegie.” 
According to John B arrett, director 
general of the Pan American Union, 
It was the first time in history that 
such a tribute from so many nations 
had been paid to an individual. Senor 
De Zamacona, the Mexican am bassa­ 
dor, made the speech of presentation; 
Secretary of State Knox presided, and 
President Taft spoke in eulogy of the 
gifts which Mr. Carnegie has made for 
the cause of peace on this hemisphere 
and throughout the world. 
Members of the diplomatic corps 
aud men high in official life filled the 
hall of the Pan American Union build­ 
ing where the ceremonies were beld, 
and for the erection of which Mr. Car­ 
negie gave almost a million dollars. 
In accepting the medal Mr. Carne­ 
gie told of his feelings on being in­ 
formed of the honor conferred upon 
him by the Pan American conference 
at Buenos Ayres. 
“I was sitting at my desk In the 
Highlands of Scotland last autum n,”

“Thus the president's first invitation 
to establish a reign of peace was prop­ 
erly made to you.

place since then. He recently held out 
the olive branch of peace, and it in 
atantly was 
accepted by the other 
branc h of our English-speaking race 
wit bauch enthusiasm , not by one but 
by all parties, that today we have 
every reason to believe that war as a 
means of settling disputes between the 
two branches of our race will soon 
become a crim e of the past.” 
lo offering thanks to the nations, 
through their diplomats present for 
the honor 
bestowed upon him, Mr. 
Carnegie asked them to accompany

DIAZ MUST_ RETIRE 


Dictator Must Retire to End Hoetili- 
tie* In Mexico. 
El Paso 
Tex., May 6.—W ith the 
prospects bright for peace on Friday 
and the talk all turning to the dis­ 
bandment of the army, today every­ 
body is asking: “What will happen 
when the arm istice expires?” 
Madero says th e-arm istice may not 
be extended While preparations were 
made for the resumption of the peace 
conference, it tieing presumed that 
something would be received one way 
or the other from President Diaz on 
tile question of his resignation, all the 
preparations were 
for naught 
and 
there was no meeting. 
The insurgent peace commissioners 
announced flatly that the least they 
would take from Diaz was a public 
announcement that lie intended to re­ 
tire on a certain date, 
lf he would do 
this they would not forec him to agree 
to a resignation as one of the provis­ 
ions ol the peace treaty. 
This was 
wired to the president. 
Judge Francisco Carbajal, chairman 
of the Mexican commission, denied 
that he had sent the message to Dias. 
He said he didn t come here to discuss 
presidential resignations, but peace. 
Oscar Hraniff, a member of the fed­ 
eral peat e commission, said the mes­ 
sage had been sent and that he didn't 
believe that Diaz would consider it or 
reply to it. 
In the iusurrecto camp Francisco I. 
Madero, pioviaional president, declin­ 
ed to say what would be done lf no 
reply was received. 
Inasmuch as Francisco Go bet is the 
in s u rre c t peace commissioner and 
bas put down the ultimatum that there 
will be no further negotiations until 
Diaz says something about his resig­ 
nation, there are now fears of a re­ 
sumption of hostilities, as Gomez has 
teen looked upon all the tim e “as the 
bird of peace,” the man who did more 
than 
any other person 
except the 
senior Madero to hold off the attack 
on Juarez. If he agrees that peace is 
not possible those who have watched 
the situation look for nothing short of 
a resumption of hostilities.
